Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. Claims 53-59,61,62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Pohndorf (5776178). 

The subject matter encompassed by figures 4-7 of Pohndorf is deemed to 
anticipate the above claims. The coatings 53, 54 or 55 are considered to be 
permeable by water vapor. As stated in the patent, coating 55 is porous, and 
hence permeable by water vapor. Further, the other coatings can be made to be 
permeable in varying degrees, see col. 7. 

2. Claim 60 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pohndorf 
in view of Janke et al.
